Bur the?Prieſts of theſe times , 
though they retain their Tithes, yet run from:the-Plague, awfome of them have done 
from the Cavatiers, or after a rich Benefice, letting who will take the flock: Accord- -* 
ing as 7ohn faith (chapter 10. verſes 10. 12, 13 ) He that iSinkureling and not the. 
Shepheard, whoſe ewn the ſheep are not, feeth the Wolfecommming, and leaveth the 
ſheep and fleeth, and the Wolfe catcheth them, and icattererWthe ſheep, the hireling 
fleeth' becauſe he is an hireling,andcareth not for the ſheep but the good (hepheard 
giveth his life for the Sheep.
